The infidel declares all their 
arguments te be merely sophistical, founded on 
premises which are altogether preposterous ; and 
therefore, calculated to deccive the world, and 
lead men astray from the pure precepts of natural 


religion. The sectarian finds fault with the ap- 


plication of the scriptures, If it be arranged in such |

cxptious hearers of all denominations, who re. 
joice to find something in his discourses, with 
which they can fiat fuult. Viewing themselves

I am fully aware that by 
many, this assertion will be denied. It is often 
said by the friends of reading, that writing and 
reading sermons are an antidote against indo- 
lence, and save persons from that sameness which 
is so prevalent in some men’s sermons.

the hearers ; consequently, a portion cannot be

interested in any matter, except a few high 
sounding sentences, which would starve the pious 
soul, 


4. It destroys that dependence which every 
minister ought to feel upon the great Head of the 
church, who hath said, “‘ lo, I am with vou.” 

Lhe man who enters the pulpit with his sermon 
written, has no fear (if his eyes do not fail him) 
but that he shall be able to.perform the duties of 
the day. And if his heart is as cold as his read. 
ing will be to his hearers, he fears not. He is 
easily satisfied when the day is closed. for were 
his affections as warm as Paul’s, he dese not look 
from his notes for fear of losing his place; neither 
can he supply an extemporancous ‘sentence for 
fear of destroying the unity ef his discourse.—

SELECTED SUMMARY. 
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From the Journal of Commerce, of April 5. 
Arrival of the British Queen. 
SIX DAYS LATER. 


Yesterday morning at an early hour, the Queen arrived 
at her usual place at our docks, She left on the 10th of 
March, her appointed day for sailing, and has experienced 
one of the most rough and boisterous passages known. 
She encountered the most tremendous gales for the first fif- 
teen days of her passage. Ina severe blow attended with 
a very high sea, she lost nearly every one of the floats or 
buckets on her larboard wheel, and also many from. the 
starboard one, consequently she was obliged to put into 
Halifax to repair them, although she was furnished with 
coal sufficient for a passage of twenty-eight days, as_with- 
out floats the power of propelling was gone. At Halifax 
she remained twenty-four hours, and reached here after aj 
run from thence of a few hours short of three days. 

By her we have received accounts six days later from | 
London. 

The reception of Mr. Pickens’ report to Congress, occa. | 
sioned some excitement. 

The Times of the 9th, speaks in unmeasured terms of | 
the condemnation of it, and says: |

vulsed. In the lobbies of the Senate, in the thoroughfares 


of courts, if a murderer has half a dozen friends, including 
the attorney who manages his case, it is almost impossible 
to convict him.—The process pursued in this city is said to 
be perfectly simple. If one of the band is apprehended, 
his sworn allies attend the court. Objection is made to ju- 
ryman after juryman until the panel is exhausted, and a new 
panel is ordered and completed from persons present. The 
friends of the prisoner throw themselves in the way of the 
sheriff, so that he, almost unavoidably, places one or more 
on the jury. If this be once effected, the prisoner, so far 
as that: trial is concerned, is safe. His friend on the jury 
will never consent to a verdict against him, but either 
starves the rest into an agreement to acquit him, or nullifies 
their views by an obstinate dissent. 

These facts require investigation, and suggest the pro- 
priety of some modification of the laws regarding the im- 
panelling of juries.—Baptist Advocate.

Arxansas.—A gentleman who for some twelve or fifteen 
years has resided in Arkansas, recently visited this, his na- 
tive place. Hisstatements were somewhat curious and in- | 
teresting. The village where he lives is 1800 miles distant 
by land; but in coming on by the White Mississippi and | 
Ohio rivers, his route was 2,3)0 miles, on account of their | 
sinuosities. 


The Arkansas winters are materially shorter | 
and milder than ours—water seldom freezing in the house. 
The air in summer is pure and healthy, though the heat is | 
rather debilitating ; and the day is followed by exceedingly 
heavy dews. The society is good, including physicians and 
members of the bar. Being a Presbyterian in religion, he | 
rides 100 miles to commune with the church of which he is | 
amember, as there is no minister of that denomination 
nearer. There are but three Presbyterian ministers to, 
100,009 souls. 

Of fruit, they have an excelent variety: but the currant 
will not grow there. Sweet potatoes abound. As togame, 
they have various kinds in abundance ; and of wild turkies, 
with the exception of two months in winter, they can trap 
or shoot as many as they wish, ifit be adozenaday. In 
the autumn the pigeons visit the forests to feed upon the 
acorns. In that of 1831 or *32 he heard that the neighbor. 
ing forests was filled with them. Early one morning, just 
at the dawn, the inhabitants were roused by a tremendous 
noise inthe air, and discovered clouds of pigeons. They 
were about a mile wide, and so numerous as to fly two 
hours without scarcely a break, and so dense as to obscure 
the rays of the sun. They flew so low that they could be 
killed with sticks and stones—being too much crowded, in 
fact, to get out of the way. 

Their roosting place was about six miles wide; any one 
could go toa bush and pick them off and filla bag in a few 
minutes. But it was really dangerous to go under large 
trees, on account of the branches breaking under their 
weight. After they left, it looked as if a hurricane had 
passed through the forest, the ground being strewed with 
limbs of trees, many of them as large round as a man’s body, 
and also with pigeons wounded by the breaking timbers ;

Comparative Loss on Gott anp Paper, as 4 Circva- 
TIon.— Mr. Page, a distinguished English writer, has from 
the reports of the English and American mints, ascertained 
that there is a loss on gold coin by wear and tear of 4.61 
per cent. in a century, which is less than 1.20th per cent. 
per annum ; and so that of every £100 coined in any par- 
ticular year, there would remain over £95 7s. 10d. in real 
value at the end of 100 years. A comparison is next made 
at the expense of paper currency, which, at 24 per cent, as 
stated by Mr. Norman, ig found to be fifty-three times great- 
er than the loss by wear on a gold currency. If the expense 
of a paper cnrreney be 2} per cent. per annum, this on a 
sum of £20,009;000, will amount in 100 years to £50,000,. 
000, while the loss by wear of £20,000,000, during. the 
same period is only £992,000. The difference is therefore 
£49,078,000.
